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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 18 May 
2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Lamb, US005102487A in view of 
Byrt et al, US004267752A. '487 discloses an apparatus for cutting multiple stacked 
webs of laminated tabbed roofing shingle material, the apparatus comprising a multiple- 
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cut cutter to simultaneously cut end cuts through the material, the cutter being a rotating 
cutting cylinder, feeders adapted to independently move the webs to the cutters, web 
handling apparatus to position the webs in stacked relationship prior to the cutter, 
location sensors to sense the locations of the distinct portions of the moving webs, and 
a controller to control the location of the cutting based on the sensed portions of the 
moving webs so that the patterns are maintained in phase with the rotation of the cutting 
cylinder during cutting, and distance measuring devices to measure the lengths of the 
distinct portions. If the strips disclosed by '487 cannot be considered laminated tabbed 
roofing shingle material, then 752 clearly teaches that it is old and well known to cut 
more than one finished web of material simultaneously, see figure 1 and its description. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided '487 with 
two webs of finished shingle material to be end cut to appropriate size, as taught by 
'752, to more efficiently produce the require number of cut workpieces.
